Stevens, chief American railway com- 
missioner to Russia, arrived at Naga- 
saki on Dec. 19 from Vladivostok. He 
has taken al] the accommodations of 
an entire hotel in Nagasaki for the 320 
members of his staff. 

In a statement to the Associated 
Press Mr. Stevens said he fully expects 
soon to return to Russia to prosecute 
the proposed work of assisting in the 
reorganization of Russian rail com- 
munications. He denied the report that 
he was returning to America. 

The commission is composed of many 
of America’s best railway engineers, 
and their absence from America in- 
volves a sacrifice of home interests, 
but Mr. Stevéns regards the Russian 
situation as one of the most important 
in the world. 7

“The demand on America by the 
European war trout is important,” Mr. 
Stevens said, “but the Russian situa- 
tion is trebly important as it involves 
the return of a million and a half Ger- 
man and Austrian effectives, and gives 
unlimited possibilities to the German 
organization of Russia's resources and 
man power.

This can be accomplished by the alter- 
nate or coking method of firing, in 
which fresh fuel is applied only to a 
portion of the fuel bed, while the re- 
mainder presents a glowing hot sur- 
face, or, more effectively, by the use 
of the so-called ‘two-zone’ or ‘fire 
arch’ heaters of boilers designed espe- 
cially for the use of bituminous coal.”

THE GREAT AMERICAN. MYTH— 
THE ARMED SPRINGER. 

The New Republic, which represents the opera- 
tion of intellectualism upon muddled affairs, in- 
dulges the advocates of universal military training 
in the privilege of “ carrying on their propaganda,” 
_but: : 
1—They must not hamper the government in its 
immediate business of carrying on the war. 

2—They must not charge with pacifism an ad- 
ministration which has assumed responsibility for 
the war. + ‘ 

8—They do not know whether the country is 
ready to accept the principle of universal service 
or not. . 

4—They must remember that thera would be 
enormous labor in devising a suitable plan. 

6——They must remember that it is to be decided 
whether the United States wants the Swiss, French, 
or Prussian plan. 

6—They must remember that,“after all there 
is no reason for feverish haste in deciding the 
question. The security of the country against in- 
vasion is already assured for somé years to come 
by the trained men our present armies aré pro- 
viding.” 

A book reviewer in the New Republic rebukes 
an author for “ holding life up by the tail.” The 
type of intellectualism represented by the indul- 
gence granted advocates of universal military 
training not only has this subject by the tall, but 
is holding its own nose with the other hand and 
with closed eyés and vexed brow ifs registering dis- 
tress. 

1—The government would not be hampered in its 
immediate business of carrying on” the war. It 
would be helped. It hampered itself by doing noth- 
ing during the years grarited for preparation. It 
will continue to hamper itself. No one knows how 
long the war will last, but every one knows that 
all the soldiers it possibly could require of the 
United States can be furnished year by year, with 
minimum expense and minimum disturbance, by 
adopting the full principle of universal service 


2—We do not charge pacifism with being un- 
willing to assume responsibility for war. We 
charge that it is unwilling to be able to wage war. 
It never is able to prevent war. It does prevent 
rational preparation for war. It is unwilling to be 
able to do what it finally assumes responsibility . 
for doing. Pacifism will always fight. It never 
will be able to fight. 

$3—The people of the country did not say whether 
they were willing to accept the war or not. They 
did not say whether they wanted the selective 
draft. There has been no determination of their 
desire to take a bad method of applying universal 
service. The point of scrupulous punctiliousness 
seems to be whether, they having accepted a war 
without a referendum and having accepted an un- 
fair method of universal service without a refer- 
endum, it would be dealing squarely with them to 
give them a fair application of untversal service 
and a real preventive of war—without a refer- 
endum. d 

4—The enormous labor of devising a bad plan of 
universal service, which took men of various ages 
and various degrees of responsibility, with no 
regard fot the injustice of taking a family man 
of 30 years and allowing an idle youth of 20 to 
escape, was accomplished. The cantonments are 
built, the districts are laid out, the machinery of 
conscription exists, the supplies are being fur- 
nished. The only necessity is, by one flash of com- 
mon sense, to call all the physically fit young men 
of 19 into training. 
-5—The Prussian plan could not fit the United 
States. We are not Prussians. The French and 
Swiss plans were designed to meet French and 
Swiss requirements. The minimum of the Amer- 
ican plan is represented in the Chamberlain bill— 
six months of training. : : 

6—We have here—“ after all there is no reason 
for feverish haste "—an old friend in new clothes. 
The feeling in observing him is one of reverence. 
So old in fact, so young in vitality. Indomitable 
fallacy, discovered in motley only to change in- 
stantly to the sober garments of reason and be 
discovered in motley again. 

This is our old friend, the “ Armed Springer,” 
dressed up in another suit. When, if ever, will it 
be understood by. Americans that an army is an 
organization and not a collection of men? That 
a nation without an organization has no army? 
That the fact that men who have seen service are 
scattered over the United States does not give it 
an army? 

We are about to dream again. If we do not get 
universal service now we shall go to sleep again. 
We shall tell ourselves that we have hundreds of 
thousands of trained men. We shall sleep in the 
bed of this delusion. We shall throw away the 
organization we are building up. We shall scrap 
the equipment and destroy the training camps. 
We shall discard the mechanics. We shall rest 
protected again by the Armed Springer. 

Already, as the New Republic shows, he is back | 
with us, armed cap-a-pie in the fabrio of our dreams. 
He is the reason.for feverish haste. His counsels 
will prevail if reason does not get the better of him 
now when the nation is full of experience. 

The hour has struck. The nation is getting its 


camps and its equipment. It has a start on the 


system. It needs trained men. It will continue to 
need trained men. They will fight ite war and keep 
its peace. 

It will get its soldiers now or ft will lapse again 
into belief in the Armed Springer, the mythical 
champion of a credulous people.

Count Czernin’s terms amount to this: Clauses 
1 and 2—Belgium will not be annexed, nor Luxem- 
bourg, for northern France, Serbia, or Roumania. 
Neither will the political independence of any of: 
these territories be abolished. Clauses 3 and 4—The’ 
subjection of nationalities not having independerice 
before the war or the political rights of minorities ‘ 
in existing systems are not subjects for inter- 
national arrangement. That is, the protection of 
the lives ot interests or advancement of the aspira- 
tions of Armenians, Poles, Roumanians, Jugo- 
Slavs, Italians, etc., must bé left respectively to 
Turkey and Austria-Hungary. Clause 5—There will 
be no reparation for destruction in Belgium, forth- 
ern Francé, Italy, and Serbia, although there may 
be discussion with the belligerents of the fund 
for compensatory indemnity to be centributed by 
all béelligerents. Clause 6—German colonies are to 
be restored to her without. reference to the wishes 
of their inhabitants, which are dogmatically as 
sumed to be favorable to German retention. | 
These, of course, are merely the terms of a victor 
whose victory is nevertheless of a degree which | 
prevents extortionate terms. They would leave! 
Germany weakened by the efforts of war, like her 
allies, but stronger than ever before in potentiali- 
ties and facing confidently a future of continued 
aggression. With Russia distracted, divided, and 
dominated by pacifist socialism, France exhausted, 
Turkey and Belgium penetrated and controlled, 
Austria-Hungary intact, with English sea power 
modified by the submarine and her financial re- 
sources burdened with debt, Germany could look 
forward from the threshold of such a peace with 
no regrets for the present ordeal and with high ) 
hopes of eventually attaining that world power 
of which her ruling Class has so long dreamed. 
If Count Czernin’s terms are a step toward peace 
he will have to lengthen his stride before the 
allies or America can take him seriously. | 
However, there is a good deal of reason in the 
suggestion by some of the British journals that 
the allied governments prevent a misinterpreta- 
tion in Russia or Germany of the allied attitude 
toward peace by a definite and emphatic response.

TO THE BOTTOM. 
{From the New York Times.} 


The story told on the witness stand by Col. Isaac 
N. Lewis makes it the duty of the senate committee 
on military affairs to conduct a thorough and ex- 
haustive investigation of whatever it is that is the 
matter with the ordnance bureau, It should go to 
the bottom. It should dissipate the fog of doubt 
that now hangs heavily over that. bureau and bring 
up what is under it. In time of peace it is not 
well that important army improvements should be 
delayed or stopped because of personal feeling, but 
in time of war, and above all at this moment, such 
@ state of affairs would be criminal. We can put 
up with it in time of peace; in fact, we have 
put up with it; but ff one man’s prejudices stand 
in the way of our equipping our soldiers with 
weapons for perhaps a year to come, then prejudice 
and personal feeling cease to be merely censurable. 
Of course it will be denied, it is denied, that the 
failure to adopt the Lewis gun is due to personal 
feeling. But the circumstantial evidence does not 
favor the denial. Merely to select one incident, it is 
extraordinary that when Col. Lewis sent two checks 
for $17,600 to the war department, representing 
royalties he had received on guns made for the 
British government and diverted to the United States, 
the war department deposited the checks but would 
not evén write him a letter of acknowledgment of 
this fine action. Besidés, Gen. Crozier’s previous 
denials do not inspire faith in future ones. Why did 
he deny, as he did, that Lewis had offered the gun to 
this government free of royalty? | 
The question is whether we are to send a million 
men to France when, according to Lewis’ testimony, 
they cannot be properly armed for a year. There 
is no doubt that they could be armed if his gun were 
accepted. The British and French are using it now; 
they used 70,000 in the last drive. The ordnance 
bureau, that is to say, Gen. Crozier, maintains that it 
is not good enough. It is good enough for the British 
and French. It was good enough for the Germans, 
too; they were trying to get hold of it after Crosier’s 
hostility had driven Lewis to a European market, 
and it was a providential accident that the colonel. 
discovered his Belgian company to be a German one 
in disguise. Of course we want our men to hdve 
the best; but what is the best if not the Lewis gun? 
According to Gen. Crozier, it is the Browning gun. 
The Browning gun is a perfectly good gun on paper, 
but nobody knows from experience in battle how it 
would work. Everybody knows how the Lewis gun 
works, for it is working now over in France. 

Granted, however, that the Browning gun is not only 
@ good gun on paper but the proved superior pf the 
Lewis gun in action—which it is not—it remains true 
that it will be absolutely worthless if. it cannot be 
made in time to put in the hands of our men: On 
this point Col. Lewis said: ~° 

I say that there is no such thing as a Browning 
gun, and it will not be developed in ten months. 

They will not turn out a Browning gun from any 

factory in America in ten months from today. 

But Col. Lewis is an interested witness, a rival 
inventor, embittered, too, by a long course of perse- 
eution, insolence, and bureaucratic mightiness. Very 
well; we do not have to take his word. Investigate 
it; but investigate it to the very bottom. There js no 
excuse and there will be no tolerance for half meas- 
ures. The American people have been stirred by the 
suspicion that a disaster in war has been invited 
through bureaucratic pride of opinion and dilatort- 
ness of method. Until that suspicion is laid there 
will be no patience with perfunctory inquiry. We do 
not have to take Lewis’ word; but he has pointed to 
enough strange and unexplained things, to enough 
mysteries, to enough suspicious circumstances, not 
only to warrant but to compel the most searching in- 
quiry that can be made. The digging should be done 
not with a trowel but with a spade. ‘

HERD are no pains more deceptive 
than those in the back. Most of 
the pains felt there are not there 
and most of the pain-producing 
conditions in the back cause pain to be 
felt elsewhere. The hard, steady aches, 
the most frequent cause of complaints, 
are due to general nervous conditions 
such as fatigue, neurasthenia, worry. 
Many people feel this nerve pain at the 
point where the neck joins the skull. 
Some feel it near the upper part of the 
shoulder blades and many feel it at the 
end of the spine. I have known women 
“to have the top of the coccyx removed 
for a pain felt at the end ofthe spine, 
but the cause lay in the nerv system. 
The aches of this type of the back, 
whether located in the neck region, the 
‘shoulder region, or at the top of the 
| spine, are not benefited by any form of 
_ treatment of the back. Sometimes an 
fron tonic is needed, sometimes more 
sunshine, sometimes more mental poise. 
In no instance is any good accomplished 
by talking about one’s pain, thinking 
about it, or even mentally recording it.

Another pain which !s prone to de- 
ceive is located in the small! of the back. 
The kidney remedy business {s built up 
on the claim that pain in the small of 
the back results from kidney disease. 
The kidneys are without nerves or sen- 
sation. They could be split in half with- 
out causing any pain. The worst cases 
of Bright's disease are unattended with 
pain in the back. Pain in the small of 
the back may be the result of tire, of 
colds, or of rheumatism of the variety 
known as lumbago. If bending increases 
the pain the probability is that lumbago 
is the cause. 

A pain under the left shoulder blade 
low down and several inches to the left 
of the backbone may be dtie to gall- 
stones or inflammation of the gall biad- 
der. Disease in the liver itself is not 
liable to cause pain anywhere. About 
the only structures in the back capable 
of causing pain are the spinal column, 


- , the muscles, and the nerves.

In tuberculosis, rheumatism, and other 
infections of the spinal column most of 
the pain is felt elsewhere than in the 
back. When the nerves are diseased, in- 
flamed, or pressed upon at or near the 
column the pain is felt around the trunk, 
in the pit of the stomach, down the arms, 
or down the legs. Illustrations are the 
girdle pains of rheumatism of the spine, 
the pit of the stomach pains of caries of 
the spine, and the leg pains of locomotor 
ataxia. In these conditions pressure on 
the spine will sometimes reveal local ten- 
_derness and close examination in caries 
will show deformity.

ORD GARLIES, who has just been 
invalided out of German captivity 
intesiwitzerland as unfit by reason 
of his health to take any further 
part in the present war, was taken pris- 
oner during the retreat from Mons while 
in'command of his company of the Scots 
_Suards and has been held in Germany 
ever since. 
In spite of his eondition he was in the 
Spring of 1915 placed with a number of 
other, British officers, each in solitary 
confinement, In small cells, deprived of 
‘reading matter and of tobacco, and 
| placed’ on restricted fare, in retaliation 
| for Winston Churchill's action, as chief 
lord of the admiralty, tn refusing to 
recognize as honorable opponents the 
officers and crews of those German sub- 
marines which were torpedoing, without 
warning, not only merchantmen and 
passenger steamers but even relief and 
hospital ships.

Lord Garlies, whose only and younger 
brother was killed at the front In France 
two years ago as an officer of the Black 
Watch, is about 26 years of age, un- 
married, and the sole surviving issue of 
the eleventh Earl of Galloway, who, a 
veteran of the Crimean war and of the 
Indian mutiny, and over 80, claims to be 
chief of the royal house of Stuart. De- 
scended in a direct line from Sir James 
Stewart, hereditary lord high steward of 
Scotland, ancestor and founder of the 
royal house of Stuart, the Faris of Gal- 
loway have always Insisted on retaining 
the old spelling of their patronymic, and 
the late earl, brother of the present peer, 
even went so far as to refuse to subacribe 
to a charity which had printed his patro- 
nymic as Stuart. 

Another ancestor of Lord Galloway 
and of the royal house of Stuart was 
Alexander, fourth hereditary jord Stew- 
ard of Scotland, who was granted the 
barony and estate of Garlies, in Wig- 
townshire, in reward for his services in 
defeating the Danes in 1263. Garlies is 
still to this day in the possessipn of the 
Earls of Galloway, who représent the 
only branch of the historic house of 
Stewart and of Stuart, that has survived 
in the male line. )

On this trip 
she met William M. Zollner, a Ba- 
varian with the rank of lieutenant in 
the German army. They were later 
married in Germany. 

“In November, 1915, Baroness Zoll- 
ner filed a petition for divorce from 
Capt. Zollner on the ground of deser- 
tion. The divorce has not been 
granted. 

“She admits that wherever she has 
been for the last fifteen years she has 
been able to become intimately ac- 
quainted with high military officers or 
members of the families of the officers 
in many countries. These admissions 
were made only after she had ascer- 
tained that the government 
prove the evidence.”

Such reasoning, of course, is sophis- 
tical, true only in concrete application. 
There is no real reason why our au- 
thors should be cruder than those of 
Paris. All Buropean literature, through 
good translations at least, is our heri- 
tage, and the godlike language of 
Shakespeare is our own, though it 
be not present on our tongues. The 
length of life for perception, retention 
and creation of ideas is no greater 
in Europe than in our land, and the 
reflective temperament is as unwel- 
Come elsewhere as it is here.

._ Proof of this is to be found in consid. 
-ering “ THE CREAM OF THE JEST” 
{McBride}, by James Branch Cabell. 
You will obtain such joy out of this 
book as you have obtained out of the 
writings of no modern author unless it 
be Anatole France or James Stephens. 
It is, without question, the one book of 
the period in English most certain to 
enjoy permanent favor with those to 
whom delicate whimsy, trony, an intel- 
ligent point of view, nuance, and sub- 
tleties of expression are the highest 
desiderata in an author. 

In the first book of six short chap- 
ters I advise you not to search too 
assiduously for a meaning. It has 
none; it is the apotheosis of preciosity 
in writing, appealing through sheer 
loveliness of the style. As to the rest, 
which perhaps it were better to read 
first, the author frolics pleasurably 
through a fascinating scherzo of irony 
and of satire. 

While the book makes some jesting 
pretense to:the novel form, it is not a 
novel at all. Ostensibly Mr. Cabell 
tells the story of a novelist who finds 
life such a drab and aimless business 
that he takes refuge from it and in 
fancy ranges the empyrean. Actually 
it is a series of essays containing the 
impressfons of a sensitive, disillusioned, 
and kindly artist, ever intrigued by the 
eternal human tragi-comedy. 


_— 
Mr. Cabell’s literary creed is “to 
write perfectly of beautiful happen- 


ings.” Says he, “I quite fail to see 
why, In books or elsewhere, any one 
should wish to be reminded of what 
human life is actually like. For living 
is the one art in which mankind has 
never achieved distinction.” Yet with 
this profession of romanticism, he 
writes with finer reality than did Zola 
or does Dreiser with all their realism. 
He is selective rather than photo- 
graphic. He omits the obvious details 
of factual reporting to treat realistical- 
ly of human motives. 

The productions of the modern real- 
ists, says he, have this in common with 
the best sellers of the fiction counter; 
they: make no demand upon the read- 
er’s imagination and they assume that 
the reader possesses no particular in- 
formation on any subject whatever. 
When, as a matter of fact, the average 
man is woefully aware of the handi- 
caps under which he lives, has, at 
least secretly, a fair knowledge of his 
own shortcomings, and is decently con- 
scious that all is not entirely right 
with the world. 

Furthermore, the average man like 
myself has some faint yearning for 
an apperception and realization of 
beauty. He is, moreover, able to laugh 
at his own foibles as well as at the 
foibles of others if they are not too 
arrogantly pointed out. And to any 
ane who can suggest a way that he 
may forget his petty troubles, short of 
alcohol and opiates, he is extremely 
grateful. 

This Mr. Cabell does. He is a satir- 
ist whose chief object for satirical 
thrusts is himself, the only satirist 
who really counts. He escapes every 
illusion that he may the more easily 
embrace them all, kindly, knowingly, 
resignedly. A chuckle now and then 
is the supreme anodyne, especially if 
it is over one’s own stupidity, little- 
less, and distressing humanness. The 
apostle of revolt is the most thorough- 
ly chained of slaves, a prisoner, in- 


deed, of his dreams; a moujik become a 
Bolshevik, abandoning a complacent! 
poverty to be a penniless rattle-brain. | 
But, essentially, dreams count. The | 
idea is not to take them too seriously. 

All these are platitudes, of course, 
but they are cullings from what I take 
to be the point of view of a man who 
ambi-diverts upon that point of view 
in the most exquisite language. Even 
Mr. Cabell’s dialogue is not the aver- 
age speech of average persons, but it 
has the advantage of being the speech 
he would infinitely prefer them to use. 
But if you suppose that from what I 
have said Mr. Cabell’s characters are, 
like Mr. Shaw’s, mere mouthpieces for 
the author’s views, you could not well 
be more mistaken. 

There is some seductive method, 
minute analysis of which would ex- 
plain, by which Mr. Cabell gives you a 
definite, four dimensional portrait of 
his characters. I suspect it is because 
he, better than most men who write 


books, understands people and himself.

CHARITIES ADOPT ADOPT | 
PLANS 10 HOLD 
THE HOME LINE’ 


Central Council Prepares 
for Campaign of 
Education. 


| 


_ “ Hold the Home Line” was the slo- 
gan adopted yesterday at the meeting 
of the central council of social agen- 
cies at Fullerton hall, Art institute. 
Plans for a campaign were outlined to 
finance social and charitable work at 
home during the war. 

Eugene T. Lies, superintendent of 
the United Charities, described the 
plan of publicity. There will be no 
attempt to get support for the work at 
home at the expense of the war funds. 
The effort will be to educate the public 
to home needs. 

Although most of the social agencies 


be no joint appeal for one big fund 
to be distributed among all the agen- 
cies. Each organization will make its 
own campaign for funds, but the coun- 
cil will make the publicity drive. 


Defense Board Appreves. 

The State Council of Defense has 
approved the plans and is paying part 
of the expense. In a few days bills 
will be plastered on 150 billboards 
which have been contributed. There 
will be cards for store windows, for 
elevated cars and elevated platforms, 


An effort will be made for colUpera- 
tion in buying certain kinds of sup- 
plies; any dead timber in the organiza- 
tions will be eliminated and new build- 
ing will be kept to a minimum. 

“We have got to win the support of 
the people,” said Mr. Lies, “and make 
them see our problems as we see them.

STRAUSE GIVEN 
|CELLIN JAIL 
_ AFTER VERDICT 


Coroner Takes Banker, 
Held for Slaying, -: 
from Police. 


Peoria, Ill., Dec. 28.—[Special.}—Ed- 
gar A. Strause, president of the State 
Trust and Savings bank, is a genuine 
prisoner tonight for the first time since 
‘he killed Berne M. Mead, cashier of 
the bank, in the bank last Sunday just 
before noon. 

The coroner’s jury held him for mur- 
der without ball, and later two dep- 
uty sheriffs arrived at the city prison 
with a coroner’s warrant on which he 
was taken to jail. There he was put 
through the regular prison routine by 
Sheriff Lucas I. Butts, who announced: 
“He will be treated the same as any 
other prisoner.” 

During his stay at the city hall he 
has been allowed the detention room to 
sleep in with his brother Abe, the cap- 
tain’s office by day, and the chief's 
office by night, receiving his friends 
and acquaintances at will. 


Chief on Stand. 


In the closing session of the inquest 
today Chief of Police W. W. Rhoades 
testified he sent for the gun at the 
request of Joseph A. Weil, one of 


Strause’s attorneys at the request of 
Sol Salzenstein, a personal friend of 
Strause, and that neither he nor any 
members of the police department nor 
the state’s attorney’s office had talked 
with the prisoner.

Olaf reports his tireless efforts to

The Chicago, Rock Islan@ and Pacific 
railway is again in the dividend class. 
The directors met in New York and 
voted a semi-annual distribution of 3% 
per cent on the. 7 per cent preferred 
stock and 3 per cent on the 6 per cent 
preferred. 

The directors hastened this action in 
order, as intimated yesterday, to put 
the road in the dividend paying column 
before the government assumed opera- 
tion. The directors. now feel that they 
come under the shelter of the presi- 
dent’s proclamation, which pr¢poses to 
guarantee earnings equal in amount to 
the average of the last three years. 

According to Charles Hayden, chair- 
man of the finance committee of the 
Rock Island, the average earnings of 
the property covering 1915, 1916, and 
1917 were “approximately $5 a share 
on the common stock, in addition to all 
interest charges and accrued dividends 
on the two classes of preferred stock.” 


Net Earnings Falling Off. 


But for the attitude of the govern- 
ment Rock Island would not have de- 
clared the dividends at this time. In 
the last half of 1917 net earnings were 
falling rapidly behind those of the pre- 
ceding year. The costs of operation 
and maintenance suggested that earn- 
ings be kept in the treasury. It was 
not only the decrease in earnings, but 
the state of the bond market, which 
made borrowing difficult, that threw 
the road on its earnings for any funds 
that might ‘be needed. 

The two classes of preferred stock 
of the Rock Island were the sensation 
of the New, York market. The 7 per 
cent preferred, which closed on 
Wednesday at 47, made a high record 
yesterday at 68%. ‘The 6 per cent pre- 
ferred, which closed on Wednesday at 
36, made a high at 659. The closing 
prices were 3 points lover in the case 
of each issue.
